Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  work  in 
my  Department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December  1948. 

This  is  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  and 
the  fourth  during  the  War  period  and,  in  compliance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  is  much 
abbreviated . 


Notwithstanding  my  additional  war  time  duties 
the  work  in  the  Public  Health  Department  has  continued 
satisfactorily,  and  I  feel  that,  considering  the 
restrictions  on  labour  and  materials,  quite  a  lot  of 
useful  work  has  been  carried  out. 

Building  has,  of  course,  been  at  a  standstill 
but  there  is  little  doubt  that  after  the  War  there  will 
be  a  resumption  by  private  enterprise  and,  possibly 
the  Council  will  consider  the  erection  of  houses  in 
different  parts  of  the  district. 

The  year  commenced  with  9  outstanding 
nuisances  and  these,  together  with  a  further  116,  have 
been  remedied  during  the  year.  At  the  close  of  1942 
there  were  4  nuisances  still  requiring  attention. 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


All  premises  have  been  inspected  periodically 
and  conditions  are  generally  satisfactory. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  at  one 
Factory  by  the  pollution  of  a  stream  with  trade  effluent, 
but  steps  were  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  the  pollution  was  much  less  pronounced 
though  not  completely  removed. 

I  have  not  received  any  unsatisfactory 
reports  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  nor  haee  there 
been  any  nuisances  caused  by  the  emission  of  black  smoke.

in  my  district.

WATER  SUPPLIES  ETC. 


Six  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  one  for  chemical  examination;

The  samples  from  the  Reservoir  at  Clifton  were 
taken  for  testing  the  purity  after  certain  work  had  been 
carried  out  to  the  filter  etc.  and  the  reports  were  quite 
satisfactory . 


The  samples  from  the  stream  at  Clifton  were 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  alternative  supply  of 
water  to  the  Village  -  the  existing  supply  being  very 
inadequate  -  but  the  Council  do  not  feel  the  time  is  yet 
opportune  for  the  necessary  work  to  be  carried  out. 

The  unsatisfactory  reports  are  in  respect  of 
supplies  to  farm  premises,  and  in  both  instances  the  matter 
was  receiving  attention  at  the  close  of  the  year. 


: 
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Owing  to  the  corroded  and  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  water  main  serving  property  in  Mill  Lane,  Pool, 
180  yards  of  new  pipes  have  been  laid. 

There  has  not  been  any  extension  to  water  mains  in 
any  other  parish. 


SEWERAGE  ETC. 


The  Sewageworks  serving  Pool  and  parts  of  Bramhope 
and  Arthington  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily, 
though  very  much  taxed  by  the  volume  of  sewage  and  storm 
water  now  being  dealt  with  there. 

The  Camp  Plantation  Sewageworks  at  Bramhope  have  to 
be  regularly  under  observation  as  here  again  the  Works  are 
constantly  at  full  pressure  and  the  effluent  is  consequently 
not  always  as  clear  as  we  would  like. 

The  sewer  at  Pool  Old  Bank  is  very  often  obstructed, 
and,  in  the  near  future  will  require  more  than  repairs, 
as  it  is  not  only  badly  laid  but  is  full  of  tree  roots. 

The  Askwith  Sewageworks  are  a  credit  to  the 
Engineers  and  ever  since  they  were  completed  in  1940,  have 
continued  to  give  entire  satisfaction. 

There  have  not  been  any  extensions  to  sewers  during 
the  year  under  review. 

MILK  &  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 


During  the  year  I  have  carried  out  256  inspections 
of  farm  premises  and  in  most  instances  conditions  have  been 
satisfactory,  although  slackness  has  been  experienced  in 
obtaining  the  necessary  periodical  limewashing  of  premises, 
due,  no  doubt,  to  the  great  increase  in  the  work  of  farmers 
and  the  shortage  of  labour. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
milk  producing  farms,  several  premises  previously  used 
solely  for  cattle  rearing,  having  been  converted  to  dairy 
f arms . 


The  number  of  "Accredited"  milk  licences  issued  is 
56  and  the  number  of  "Tuberculin  Tested"  licences  is  2. 

In  the  former  instance  the  number  of  licences  has  increased 
by  one,  but  in  the  latter  there  has  not  been  any  change. 

During  the  year  89  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken, 

70  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  19  not  satisfactory. 

In  view  of  the  National  emergency,  alterations  to 
farm  premises  have  been  somewhat  restricted,  but  in  spite 
of  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  repairs  and 
alterations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under

Throughout  the  year  the  Ambulance  presented  to 
the  Council  in  1940  by  Messrs.  B.S.  &  W.  Whit el ey  Ltd.  has 
been  in  constant  use  and  the  number  of  journeys  was  103  as 
compared  with  66  in  1941,  The  total  mileage  travelled  was 
2,235,  which  is  a  considerable  increase  over  that  of  1941 
which  was  1,316  miles. 

I  feel  that  an  expression  of  appreciation  is  due 
to  the  drivers  who  carry  out  this  work  voluntarily,  and  who 
are  ready  for  duty  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night,
